'« Writ. *'' to ihoxt^ V^J I to tell you 
all the little Arts fhe made ufe of to make 
us' mtfej^Abk^ impofe; or the f^n who 
doatcdonh^r to Diftradlion^-aiid in the 
end ta rmin ;hcrfclf,; it . would fill Vo- 
luiwsv aiid-tire;;your Paoencc. When- 
ever fhe had laid any extravagant Scheme 
to' fpgnd Moneyj ftr.neyw dipeftly pro- 
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pofed . k, but only gsive a hinti that it 
would be .agreeable to her : If it hap* 
paied to be a thing her Huiband thought 
very unreafonable, and he did . not catch 
imniediately at the leaft Intunacion of her 
Pleafure, and fpeak of it as if it v^as his. 
own Dcfire, and in a. manner forc^e hf r. 
to, comply with it, in appearance againft 
l)cr Will ; flie then threw herfelf put of 
humour, and contrived all manner of 
ways to plague him -, and when ih? iaW; 
him in Agonies at her Frowns, (he often 
f^d things to him, I really would not 
fey to the greateft Enemy I had in the 
World. But I muft take ihamc to my-, 
felf, and own a Weaknefs whicji yoy, 
perhaps will condemn me for 1. but I 
could not help being fometimes pleafcd.

But then ihe carried this on to fo great a

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'degree^ diat the Mifery I few my once 
fond Father in, raifcd all my Tendernefi 
for him ; the Companion between her 
Sehayiour, and that of my dear Mo- 
:tha'^s, (who made it the BuHnefs of h^ 
Liie to pleafe him) and my own, who 
matched his very Looks, and carefully 
-obeycd-their Motions, with vaidous Scenes 
which formerly had pafled, jaiihed at onoc 
anto my Memory, and I often ielt the 
iloom with Tears in my Eyes. 

She knew fo well the Bent of his 
"Temper, and how far ihe might venture, 
th^ (he would carry it exadly as far .as he 
coulji bear. But when Ihe found he be-

His Fond- 
Befi was greater than before ^ for all vio- 
lent Paffions, put a ftop to but for a mo* 
ment, increadfe on their return, as Rivera 
flow fader after any Interruption in their 
Courfe. People who really love, will 
grant any thing in the moment of Rccon- 
ttiUation. My Father would then think 
what he Ihould do, td return all this Soft- 
nefs and Tendernefs ;. and ten to one but 
he hit on the very thing which had been 
the Qiufeofall herJU-hamour ; he would 
then intital her to oblige him fo. much as 
to do what' he knew fhe had mod mind 
to; which, after Objections enough to 
fiiew him the Obligations he owed her for 
complying, fhe confented to, ThuJr every 
'thing feil into the right Channd again ; 
my Father tras the happicft Man in thev

He will awaken 
that Sufpicion which always fleeps at 
Wifdom's Gate *, and find he has roufed 
z Fury, which neither f •* Poppies, nor 
*' Mandragora, nor all the drowfy Syrupis 
«* of the World, can medicine to ^eet^ 
«*- Sleep again."

Subjeft I could for ever expatiate 00, ancf 
fofget, while I am indulging my felft you, 
Str, may be tired ; I will thef efoi:e: now

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bring myftlf back to the Thread of my 
Story, as well as I am able. This was 
the Life the whole Family led ; my Fa- 
ther was continually uneafy, at feeing a 
Difagreement between us and his Wife. 
My Mother fpent her whole Time, in 
conlidering which way (he fliould bcflr 
carry on her pernicious Schemes. Valentine 
walked about filent and difcontented, and 
as for my part, I was worked by my 
Paflions in fuch a manner, that I hardly 
knew one thing from another, nor can £ 
think I was perfectly in my Senfes. 

I tell you. Sir, every thing withour 
Order, and hope you wUI be fo good as 
to forgive the Incoherence of my Style. 
1 remember once, when my Mother's 
Extravagance had drove her Hufband to 
grtat Diftrefs, and he knew not which 
<vay to turn himfelf, I alked noQue- 
ftions, but borrowed fome Money of an .

never perceived it. I declare, I did it 
fincerely to ferve them, and had no other 
View in it. I had for fonie time had 
. fuch a defpair in my Mind, of ever en- 
. joying my felf again, that even that De- 
. fpair really gave me fome fort of Eafc ; 
^ but this A(^ion of mine, had revived my 
- Father's former Tendeme6, juft enough 
to bring to my Remembrance all I had 
loft. The little while this continued^ I 
was more miferable than when he quite 
. negJeded me ; for now the want of thofe 
trifling Inftances of his AfFedtion I once

• fuffered^^ and was rcfolved ta make them , 
fiibfervicrit to her Putpbfes. She, there* . 
fore,. one Morning, as I was fittiog mu- 

* fing and revolving in my Mind, the Dif- 
ference of my prefent, Situation, froia 

' what )t had formerly been, came into my,. 

. Room with all the Appearance of Good-*. 
hiunour, and (at and talked for ibme 
time of indifferent things ; at laft, flic ^ 
fell, in to a Difcourfe on our private Af-. 
fairs,, in which, .(he took an C^ortunity- 
of faying all the moft lliocking Things 
£he could think of, althp* ihe kept up to 
the ftridleft Rules of Civility, for ihe- 
valued herfelf much upoo her ^oliUnefs : - 
and I have obferved feveral. Peppfe value 
thcmfclves greatly on their own 'good 
Breeding, whofe Pplitenefs confifts in no- „ 
thing more, than an Art of hurting 
others, without making Uic of vulgs^r. 
Terms. 

When Livia had by thcfc Mean& 
worked me up to a Rage, then (he had 
her Ends. She knew my Father was 

reading 
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restdihg in a Room veiy near U9, &t 
therefore exalted Ker Voice to fuch a {dtch, 
cKat it was impoffible for Mm not to hear 
her; this immediately broi^t hkri to 
know what was the matter : He found mc 
endeavouring to fpeak, and yet froni the 
Variety pf PaSYons that woriccd in nvy 
• Mind, uni^fe ' to MdjSf my Wprtb : for 
from what Ve haSi becin talking of, Ae 
Mea. of aK^the Tt)rment^ I'had lufferea 
ffeom the Time I fiWt obferVed a DecErie 
in my/ Father^s Affeftions, rulhed at 
once upon n^ Thoughts^ and quite over- 
power* d me^ ' Livia looked as pale as 
Death ; for thus provoked, I could not 
help telling her -what I thought of her Be- 
haviour. Her FridecoukI hot beai* to 
tliink r knew her, fothatrbcfieve ftie 
was ^ laft in as great a Paflton as Jbe 
could be'; but fhe never was carried fo 
-for^ as ta forget " her main View, My 
Father looked wild;, at fering us in 
thk Condition, and defined Livia to 
cell fum, what could be the Ca'uie of all 
thisConfufion ; Iblemnly Arming, ^' that

• *• ever, fhould fcreen the Perfon from his

Then Ihe launcii*d out into a fong 
Harangue oh the crying and abominable 
Sin of Ihccft, — wriing her Hands, and 
fterfied in the greateft Afflidtion, that 
ever ftie fliould live to hear a Nephew and 
Niece of hers could be iiich odious Crea- 
tures. At laft I gueffed what (he would 
infinuate 5 but» as I knew myfelf per- 
iefbly innocent, could not imagine how 
fodi a Thought could come into her 
head.

it was in vain, no one would admit us, 
except one old Maiden Coufin, who, in^ 
dead of. doing any thing for our Relief, 
faid all the ill-natured things- (on.theRe-^ 
port ihe: had heard of us) the utmoft 
Malice could think of. She had always 
been very drcumfpeft in her own * Con?

My Spirits were now quite 
worn out» and I was drove to the laft 
3>eip^: I was almoll ready to fink under 
the Weight of my Affliftions, and 1 ve- 
rily believe fiiould have done it, had k 
not been for the Confideration I had for 

It came mto my head one Mornings 
as I was revol^g in my Mind what Step 
I ihould take next, to difguile myfelf in 
fuch a manner, as that no one could be 
under any Temptation from my Pcrfon. 
I made myfclf a Hump-back, . dyed my 
Skin in (everal places with great Spots of 

Yelk)w I fa that, when I lookM in thi^ 
- Clafi, 
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Gb&9 I was>akiioft fri^iten'd at my own 
^^re. I difefs'd myfelf decently, and 
was reftdved to try what I could procure 
this way. I now found diere was not >a 
Man would hearken to me : If I b^aa 
to fpeak of- my- Mifery, they laugh'd on 
one another,, and feem'od to think it .was 
no manner of Confequence what^a Wreicb 
fuflfer'd, who had it not in har power to 
g^ve them any pleafure. The Women, 
indeed, ctafed their Difdain^ and ieem'd 
to take Con^affion on me ; but it was a 
very fmall Matter I got from them, for 
they, all told me, "They would fervc 
•^ mev if it was in their power:** and 
dicn fent me to fomebody elfe, > who they 
iaid was immenfely rich, and could afibrd 
to give away Mon^ ^. but when I came 
tx> thefe rich - People^ all I he^d from 
diem was ** a Complaint of their Pover- 
« ty, and how fbrry they were they could 
** not help me.** You muft imagine it 
could not be 'amongd. Perfbns in- very 
.High life I went^ for I had no means 
of getting into their Houfes ; but amoi^ft 
thofe fort of People, where being drcffed 
like a Gentlcwonun is Pafe-port enoog^ 
for being feen and fpoken to. The Fi- 
gure I had borrowed availed me as Uttte 
as that which Nat^tc had given me. I 

began 
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b^an JK)W to look on myfelf with Hor- 
ror, and to confider I was the Caufe that 
Valentine lay in fuch a Condition, withoxit 
any hopes of being reftored to his Health 
again ; for his Weaknefe was fo great, it 
required much^ more tfian I was able to 
procure for him to fupport him. I rer 
flefted^ that if I could have commanded

Smny, tiU I found m the Evening my 
ains amounted to half a C^rown.* 

Whe n it grew dark, I was going joyfully 
home, and was very thankful for what littk 
I had got \ but on a fuddeu I was furrounded 
by three or four Fellows, who huftled me 
amongft them, fo that I had no way to 
efcape : one of them whifpered me in the 
Ear, *' That if I made the leaft Noife, 
I flaould be immediadey murdered/* I 
have often fince wondered how that Threat 
could liave any Terror to one in my Cir- 
cumftances % but I don't know how it 
was> whether it was owing to the Timi- 
dity of my Temper, or that I was ftunned 
with the Suddennefs of the thing ; I let

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them carry me where chey would, with* 

out daring to cry out. They took me 

under the Arm, as if I had been of their 

Company, and pulled me into a Room % 

where, the moment they had me faft, 

they riHed my Bag, in which I had put 

all my £ttle Treafure, and took it every 

Farthing from me, and then afked me,

one itruck me a Blow, and then led me^ 

through fuch Windings and Turnings, it 

was impofEble I ihould find my way back 

again, and left me jn a Street I did not 

know.

Alas, 
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Ala8» Sir, faid, CamilUiy there is no 
Situation fi> deplorable, no Condition id 
much to be pitied, as that of a Gentle- 
woman in real Poverty. I mean by real 
Poverty^ not having lufficient to procure^ 
us Neceflaries 5 for good Senfe wUI teactt 
People to moderate thdr Defires* and. 
le£en their way of livinjg^ and yet be^ 
content. Birth, Family^ and Education,: 
become Misfortunes, when we cannot atr 
tain Tome Means of fupporting ourfelves 
in the Station they throw us into ; our. 
Friends and former Acquaintance look 
on it as a Difgrace to own us. In my. 
Cafe, indeed, there was fomething pecu*, 
liarly unhappy •, for my Lofs of Reputa* 
tion g^ve my Relations fome Excufe for 
their Barbarity : tho* I am confident, 
they would have adted near the fame part, 
without it. Men think our Qrcumftances. 
gives them a Liberty to fliock our Ears* 
with Propofals ever fo difhonourable 5 andL 
I am afraid there are Women, who do 
not itoX much Uneafmefs, at feeing any 
one who is ufed to be upon a Level with., 
themielves, thrown gready below them. 
If we were to attempt getting our living 
by any Trade, , People in that Sution. 
would think we were endeavouring to 

take 
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take their Bread out of their mouths, and 
combine together agaitA us ; iayhig, we 
muft ccrtsdnly deferve our Diftrefs, or 
our great Relations woukl fupport u«. 
Men in* very high life are taken up 
with foch various Cares, that were they 
ever fb good-natured, they cannot hear* 
ken to every body's Complaint, who ap- 
{dies to them for Relief. And the lower 
fort of People ufe a Peribn who was born 
in a higher Stadon, and is thrown amongft 
them by any Misfortune, juft as I have 
ieen Cows in a Field uie one another : 
for, if by accident any of them falls into a 
Ditch, the reft all kick againft them^ 
and endeavour to keep them down, thac 
they may not get out again^ They will 
not fiiSer us to be equal with them, and 
set our Bread as they do ; if we cannot 
& above them, they will have the plea*^ 
fure of cafting us down infinitely below 
them. In fhort, Perfons who are fo un* 
fortunate as to be in this Situation, are Ia 
a World full of People, and yet are as 
Iblitary as if they were in the wildeft De- 
fart ; no body ^iU aljbw them to be of 
their Rank, nor admit them into their 
Community. They fee all the Blellings 
which Nature dea^s out with fuch a lavifh 
Hand^ to all her Creatures, without find^ 

ing 
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big any. Podibility of ibaring the leaft 
Part of them. This, Sir, was my mife- 
rabJe Cafe, till your Bounty relieved me. 

The Raptures David felt at that Mo- 
ment, when Camilla had thus fuddenly 
turned his Thoughts on the Confideration 
that he was the Caufe fhe was relieved, 
from that moft miferable of iall Condi- 
tions, which fhe had juft defcribed, arc 
riot to be expreffed j and can only be 
imagined by thofe People who are capa* 
hie of the fame Actions.

£ulnei& of his Countenance, plainly fhowed 
a Min J filled with Tranquillity and Plea- 
fure. The Gentleman who fat next him 
was as dirty as if be had fat up two or 
l^ree Ni^ts together in the fame Clothes 
he, then liad on 5 one $ide of his Face 
tv^as beat biack and blue, by Falls he had 
had in his Drink, and Skirmifhes he had 
ivitt mth by rambling about.

Clergy : he therefoic, as foon u the other 
had done fpeaking,ran tfavoi^aU the trite 
things that^ ever were £dd on that head ; 
fuch as the Pridt of Prieftsp-^dieir being 

rdy after their Tythcs^ £#r,— ~Thii 
fydkt with an Air, which at once* 
proved his FoUy, and the fbrang Opi»- 
nion he had of his own Wifdon.

The Clergyman heard all the Atheift's 
^Arguminis^ mA thr ' Butterfly *iB Jefts^ 
widiout once offering tx> . inteirupt chem \ 
and^ had diey talked iiieh Nonljsnie bh 
any other Sutgeedb^ he woiildvoot hare 
taken die :pain$ to acifi»er<d»n i. but he 

thought 
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ihbi^bt die Duty of.his Pn^Bfljob in this, 
cafe called upon ; him to endeavoiitr, at- 
leaft, to convince diem of their Error*. 
His good Senie eafily faw that to go tooi 
de^ would be only talking what they did

^ us, as it gave us an Opportunity to en- 
•* joy each other's Company undifturbedj| 
^ and get Improvement by continually 
•* reaxfing togemcr. In^ fhoit, we ^nt 
** our Time, till we went to the Aca- 
** demy, as pleafantly as I think it pof^ 
^ fible to do in this World; there all 
^*^ our Scenes of Plealure were deftroy'd

** not be an entire Stranger to Wm : I ktt

treated with fuch Contempt. But how- 
ever, ihe carried her Refoludon fo far,' 
that at laft fhe thought fhe could^ bear 
to fee us married with tolerable Padence : 
and, when every thing was concludedon, 
the Fear left fhe fhould reveal her real 
Thoughts, made her force herfelf. to con- 
gratulate us with more Good-huniour 
than I had feen her fhew from the time I 
had refufed Vieuville. But in that very 
Inflant Dumoni*s Look, and the Return 
he made to her obliging Compliment, on 
the Subjedt his Soul moft delighted in the 
Thoughts of, awakened all her former. 
J^afTion ; and dreadful Experience taught 
her, that to his Abfence alone fhe owed* 
all her boafted Philofophy.

That very Evening fhe took to hei? 

Bed, and the violent Agitations of her 
Mind threw her into that Fever, which 
gave us all fo much AfHiftion, and had 
like to have cofl her her Life ; but fhe 
recovered of that Diflemper of her 
Body, /only to feel that much more ter- 
rible one of her Mind, She began to

Some- 
ttmes flie refolved to tell hrni of her 
L«ve; but then the Senfe of Sh«me 
worked fo ftrongly on her, that (he a- 
bandoned that Tliought, and fancied fhe 
tould foffer the utmoft Mifery, rather 
than fiibmit to fo infamous an Aftion: 
The Remembrance of the Marquis d& 
Staiiwille^s unparallelM Love for her, 
*id the Senie* of ' her Duty to himi' for a 
moment Enabled her to f6rm Rcfolution^ 
cif preferring Deaths or, what is yet worfe, 
a. Life of Tornient, • to the wronging hei^ 
Hufhind. 

\ BiTT then immediatety t)umontWtfi^^, 
prefented itfelf to her Imaginatioft , ibftfen'd 
her a Httle ihto aSeftfo of Pkafure, aind 
baniihed every other Thought from hir 
Mind; bwtthis lafted not long, befbre 
the Idea that he muft be another's, fpite- 
fully intruded itfelf 6a her Memorjr. 
HoiTor and Confufion took place of the 
plcafing Scenes with which (he had jufl:

StainviUe was gone out, and I happened

But imagine the horrible Situation fiie 
left the Chevalier in. Ten thoufand rai* 
rious Thoughts at once poffeffed him, 
Gonfufion reigned within his Breaft, and* 
whichever way he turned himfelf, the 
difmal Profpedl almoft diftradted him,^* 
with a Heart burfting with Gratitude to- 
wards his Friend,— filled with the fofteft 
and faitlrfiiHeft Paflion for the Wotnan^he 
but an Houf before flattered himfilf he 
was juft upon the point of receiving fi'om 
the Hands of the Man, who made his 
Happihefs neceflary to his own — with a 
^ind which ftartled at the leaft thought

The firft thing he refolved on, was^ 
whatever happened to him^ never to dif- 
clofe the Secret of Dorimene^s Love ; but 
then to give me up— to abandon all his 
Hopes, — and at the fame time in ap- 
pearance be ungrateful to my Love, and 
flight the Marquis's proffered and generous 
Kindnefs, was what he could not bear :

Ojf the way, anii only fought the Means 
Gff meeting Dummt alone. It was^ in vaia 
fbr him to feek new Walks andBye-padis^. 
in the Labyrinths of a Wood juft by our 
Villaj for her watchfuT Eyes continually 
found him ; he dill perfifted in'ufing new^ 
Arguments to prevail with her to return* 
her Huj(band*s faithful Lx)ve, and change 
the dread fuLDefign her Soul was fraughr 
with ; and fhe on her fide w<as' as ob* 
ftinately bent never to ^ve ic up, but. 
widi her Life-. 

In the mean time Pandolpb^ who had* 
formerly been a Servant to my Father, . 
and now he was; old and paft his La-

Breaft, and - filled his Mind with fuch 
Cbnfufion, that all Realbn gave way to 
the prefeht Horrorthat poffeffed his Soul ;

He threw himfelf on a Bed Itke one^ 
diftrafted ; repeated the Names of JD«- 
moht — and Dorimentj a thoufand times ; 
riien ftarted up, and (wore they mufk be 
ihnocenr, that ' Pdndolfb had belyed 
ft em, arid he would facrificc. him, for 
thus difturbing all-liis Peace, and tn- 
raging him to Madnefi. But then he fe- 
colledted that Dumoni ha Johce already on 
a frivolous Excufe put off (kirMamstgc^ 
that his Wife had lately feemed artfully to 
contrive to fend him out df the way , and 
ten thoufand Circumftances which had 
paffed unheeded at the time of their hap- 
pening j fuch as her fudden and ftrmige Me-, 
lancholy a little after the Chevalier's Ar- 
llval, her vaft Eagernefs to marry nie to-

< Pooh Dum&nt w& ienfible of ftis 
FMen^s^ Re&dtmant, but did hot gueif 
the true Caufe } for he imputed it to ihet 
Indigni^ the Marquis, mud unavcndably' 
ahink he ft-eated him with, in thuf 
flighting the generous Offer he made hint 
ofhu^^ifter. But whai^muft fiiohaHearf: 
as his feel in thefe unhappy Circum**' 
ftances ! Fop although his whole Soul w*» 
fitted with. Gratitude, and nothii^ could' 
be a greater Torture to him than hi* 
Friend'* even thinking he had theleafr 
Caufc to complain of him ; yet in thisCafer 
k^ choi^ht it: was impofiibk to undeceive 
V -> him: 
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ium without a Breach pf his own. Ho^ 
jiour, and deflxoying all the Marquis'^ 
JlapiHoefs, which vifibly depended on 
the continuing bis good Opinion of* his 
Wife. Sometimes he relolved to fly the 
Place where, he unfortunately cauied fq 
f^uch Mifeiy, and give uj^ aU his. fiiture 
Ebpes of PleaTure in po^iUng. the Wo*^ 
imm kor loved^ iacrifice all the Jovs 
ai mutual friqndihip, and even iufiei* 
my Brother to have an. ili Opinion of hb 
Konour^ in hopes by that means to pre*, 
vent Us being made mifecable ;. but then 
the Condition he t;haught- he moil kavo 
me in, at being thus neglefted.and abann 
doned by the Man I had even gone Co far. 
as -to confers myllovefor^ fbftnedhis 
whole Soulv and. all his.

But he was involved in fucha 
perplexing I^yrintb, that every way ho 
tumed his Thoughts he met with freih 
Difficulties and new Torments. He found

Would not fuflfer hiih to think of it.

• At laft itcatne into his head, that her 
inufl: contrive fome Method of making 
the future delaying it, come from me ;r 
and for that pnrpofe dilguifing his Hand 
in fuch a manner, that it could not be 
khown, he wrote the Note, which f 
have already tpld you I found ort mfy* 
Table. I knew not what to make of it;^ 
and was filled with Horror when I read 
ft; however, it had the defired EfFeft,'

** remainir^ Rage yet poffcfles you, point 
" it at her who only deferves it ; but tf 
Pity fuccceds the Fury in your Breaft, 
let that induce you to ihorten my Tor-r 
*' ments by ending my Life, and let me 
** not linger in the Hell, which at this 
" Inftant I feci.*' 

Th£ moment ihe had faid enough to 
open my Brother's Eyes on Dumont^^ Iiv 
nocence, he turned all his Thoughts oo 
him, and let his Wife talk on unheed^. 
He threw himfelf on his Knees at the Che- 
valier's Bed-fide, and gave him fucb a 
Look, as would have pierced a Heart of 
Stone. DumontXn his Eyes read his Re-

who was raving like a mad Woman, to 
her Chamber ; then ran to me, and trem- 
bling with Horror, laid, •♦ Come, Ifa^ 
** belle^ view your Lover at his laft Ga(p^ 
•' and behold the guilty Hands which 
** have executed the dreadful Dictates of 
•' Rage and Jealoufy.** 

I FOLLOWED him, not knowing whe- 
ther I trod on Earth or Air, (for we ran 
fo fwifdy, that we fccmed to fly) till wc 
came to the Place where I was to be 
fhocked with a Spe&acle that furpafles all 
Imagination, and be only convmced of 
Dumoni^s Fidelity, at a time when I was 
juft going to lofe him for ever. All the 
Methods we could try to ftop the Blood, 
proved ineffeftual. I tould not (peak^ 
but fit down by him diffolved in Tears,^ 
and almoft choaked with my fwelling;

Im that dreadfial Moment a Servant; 
who had lived with, me from my Infancy, 
from the Noife and Hurry which wa*- 
k\ the Houfe upon Dorimene^s being car^ 
ried by Force into her Apartment, and 
the fending for a Surgeon, fearing what 
might have happened, was coming to feek 
me. . She entered the Room juft as mjr 
Brother fell c»i his Sword, faw me faldo 
down by him,, immediately* called f« 
Help 5 and carried me fenfelefs, and 
fecmingly dead,, from this^ Scene of Hor- 
tor. I fell from one fainting Fit to an^- 
other for the whole Night y and, in every 
fliort Interval, refelved not to fiarvrve this 
double Lx)fs, as I then apprehended it, of- 
my Brother and Dumoffi ^t once. 
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Eari^t in the Moroing Dmmen€^$ 
Woman canie into my Chathber^ and 
begg*d me, in all the moft perfuafiveTcrms 
fhe could think on, to come to fee her 
Niiftreis, who appeared in all the Ago- 
nies of Death, and incefiantly called on 
my Name. I was fo weak I could hard- 
ly walk, and had fuch an Indignation 
^ainft the Woman who had caufed this 
teriible Cataftrophe, that I at firft thought 
nothing ihould prevail on me ever to fee 
her more : But at laft, when I was told 
ihe feem*d very eager to impart to roe 
femething of great importance, I fiif- 
fered them to lead me into her Apart-- 
ment. She defired me to fit down but 
for a few Moments, for that ihe had al- 
ready revenged me on herfelf, by fwal» 
lowing the very Poiibn ibe had before 
prepared for me.

The Surgeon ths^t had been fent for 
by my Brother, in hopes of his helping 
DumonU came foon enough to give Hhn 
4that Afliftance, which the poor Chevalier 
couid not receive. The Wound he had 
^ven himfclf was not a mortal one, tho** 
very dangerous ; but the ffreat Difficulty 
was to get him to think offufFering Life^ 
and to quiet the Agony his Mind was in. 
This furpafled the Surgeon's Art; but 
Religion did that, which no huinan Help 
could have done. An Ecekfiaftick of 
uncommon Piety, who had been long my 
Brother's ConfelTor, came to attend him 
upon this Occaiion. He fo ftrongly re- 
prefented to him the Danger his Soul 
would be in, if, to the other unfortunate 
Effcas of hfs Paffion, h<i added Self- 
murder: he fo pathetically enforced t^ 
him the Duty of compofing h^Thoughts, 

an order to turn dicm to Heaven^ and qf 

aififting 
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aflifting his Cure as much ds lay in his . 
own power, that he might live to atone^ 
by Repentance and Virtue, for the rafh. 
Adion he had committed ; that thefe 
pious Arguments brought him to a calmdr 
Temper of Mind ; and, being naturally 
of a ftrong Conftitution, he was by de- 
grees entirely recovered. - The Tendeiu 
nefs he felt for me, contributed alfo to the 
favihg his Life ; for as foon as I knew 
there were any Hopes of him, (whicfc. 
was not till after I had taken my lafi: 
Farewell of his wretched Wife) I flew t^* 
his Chamber,, and never left his Bed-fide 
^during his IBnefe^ tho* my Grief for 
Bumont wis fo violent, that nothing leis 
than my Care for my Brother's Life could 
have fupported my Spirits under fuch am 
Affli6fion, or have hindered my following 
him to the Grave. And, indeed, the 
Day he was buried, I had like to have 
died : But it pleafed God to preferve me 
beyond my own Strength, and to make • 
me a Means of prcferving the unfortu* 
nate StainvHU. 

We had fome great Friends at Courr^. 
to whom I applied fo efFe<ftuaIly, letting 
forth the ftrong Appearances by which he 
iiad been deceived^ that they obtained hit

Grace of the King ; no Friend o£ Du- 
monfs having appeared to follicic againft; 
me : For, in truth, my Brother was io 
much an Obje£t of Compafllon to all 
Men, that none could think of defiring 
to punifli him more thaa.he*had puniihed 
himfelf. 

I DURST not acquaint him with the 
tragical End of his Wife,, till his HqvJth 
ibemed to be fully reflored ^. and, even 
'then, I would have concealed from him 
the fhocking Circumftance of her having 
poiibned herfelf, but he was unluckily^ 
told it by her Servant. This extremely 
afFeded him,^ and, joined to the Horror 
he felt for the Death oi Dumonl^ threw 
him into fo deep a Melancholy, that he 
talked of nothing, but renouncing the 
Pardon we had obtained for him, delivering 
himfeif up to all the Rigour of the Law, 
and dying upon a Scaffold, the better to 
expiate the Death of his Friend. But, at

tfo way related. Corinna was tall, — well 

Proportioned, — and had a Majefty in her 
'erfon, and a Luftre in her Countenance, 
which M once furprized and charmed all 
her Beholders. Her Eyes were naturally 
full of Fire ; and yet ihe had got fuch a 
Command of them, that fhe could lower 
their Fierceneis, and turn them into the 
greateft Softnefs imaginable whenever (he 

thought 
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thought it proper : She fpoke in {o many 
different Turns of Voice, according to

.want (^f Spirit,— ^h\ (hort, notwithftand- 
ing her Beauty and Good-fenfe, ihe wanted 
^hoie little ways of fetting off her Charms 
4o the beft advantage, which Corinna had 
to the ^atefl: perfe^on ; and, quite con*- 
trary to her Sifter, from her great Md*- 
defty and fear of difpleafing, often loft 
Opportuunities of gaining Lovers, which 
ihe otherwife might have had. 

K 4 Thess 
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Thbsi two Ladies fet out in the World 
vith very diSerent Maxims: Cffriuna^ 
whole Delight was in jUmraii9n\ fht 
l^poied no other Fleafure, but in firft 
gainingi and then keeping her Conquefts i 
wd fhe laid it down as a certain Ruk^ 
that few Mens Affedions were to be kept 
by my f>ther Method, than that of fome*^ 
time$ endeavouring to vex and hurt thems 
for that Difficulty and Diiappointments in 
the Purfuit were th^only things that made 
any Sleffing im^t% and gave a Relifh ta 
^1 the Enjoy iDeitfs of Life. 

Her Convef&eioO) when &€! va« Ofily 
amongft Womei^ contiwaJly mn on thiot 
Sutgeft I &e ufed to tiy to prove her Ai^ 
Icnion, by every thing ihe met with : 
if /he went into a Room adorned with aU 
the different Arts invented by Mankind^

Property, and fhe might make ufe of 
it .whenever Qxt pleaied, it would not

" fav^uf ; and- if we wiU fatiace them 
*^ with our Kindnefs^ how can we blame

who knows not what it is to be fick»*«p 
and Wealth is never fo much enjoyed^ 
as by the Man who has known what 
it is to be poor ;— *-all the Pleafures of 
Life are heightened by fometimcs ex* 
•' periencing their contrary. —Even /^fwef 
^' bums the ftronger for bemg daihed 

•' with cold Water. But then indeed 

^ we ou^ to have Judgment enough 
" not to throw too musb^ left we extin* 
^* guifli tnftead of increafing the Flame^v 

** we muft examine the different 

Tempers of Men, and fee how much 
they will bear, before we attempt th(r 
deaiii^ with them at all.*^^ 

K 5 Lt 
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In this manner would flie run on foi* 
an Hour together.— On the other hand 
Sacbarijfa had no Levity in her TempefJ 
and confequently no Vanity in having 
Variety of Lovers, The only Pleafure (he 
propofed in Life, was that of making a 
good Wife to the Man fhe liked, bf 
which means fhe did not doubt,' but {h6 
fliould make a good Hufband of him ; 
and uftd often to lay, *' that as flic did 
** not valiie having many Admirers, flic 
** did not fear, but an honeft plain Be- 
*' haviour, — would fix the AfFeiftions 6f 
** dne worthy Man. — ^But if Jier Siftei' 
•' wa$ in the right, and no Man was to 
«* be dealt with, but by ufing Art, and 
** playing Tricks, flic could cdntent her- 
** felf very well to live all her Life-time 
** a Angle Woman : for flie thought the 
" Love of aMan which was to be kept? 
** that way, was not worth having. Nay, 
** flie rcfolved to make that Trial of a

Hum and Ha — for half ah Hour, put- 
ting on that Look> which Ibmc People 
are fpghtful enough to call dull ; — ^whilftr 
others are fo exeeffively good-natured^ as ta 
give it the Term of feriousy — only to 
confider what great Myftery was coocealed 
undeir fuch his fFord: or Actions, 

Th e poor Man led a miierablc Life 
from bring thus reputed to have jlrtr 
That open Generofity of Temper, which 
for my part I thought very apparent iiv 
him, was generally efteemed only to be 
put on, in order to cover thofe cunning 
Views he had continually before his Eyes— 
Thus, becaufe he did not talk UkeorFooi^-" 
he muft a^ like a Fillain^-'ivti^h in my 
Opinion is the fklfeff Conchifion ima- 
ginaWe; and as. a Proof of it, IwiU let 
you into the Charader of a Mstn, 

who 



who was-ift every Fc^eft petfedtly eppo 
fite to the other* 

This Peribn's Underftancfing was^ but 
very fmall ; the beft things he iaid were 
tritt — and fuch as* he had picked up 
from e^ers — hrhad the Repotation in' 
the Wcarld of a very Jilfy FeUaw 
but of one who had no barm in him> 
Whereas in realUy he fpent his^ whole time 
in- laying' P/o/j which way he mi^ da 
the moft Mijibief* And afr tilings in this 
Woftiy. even of the greateft Cdnlequence^ 
fomemnes turn on very finall Hinges,^ 
and his Capaaty was exadUy fuited to the 
Gomprehenfion and Management of 7ri- 
fits ; he often fucceeded in his pemicious^ 
Schemes better than ft Man of Sei^e^ 
whofe Ideas were more enlarged, and his

The Man whom Nature has been t^ 
kind to> as to enabie him t^ eittend hi» 

Views 
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Views afar off, often employs his Thoughts 
and raifes his Imaginatioq with a beautiful 
diftant Profpeft, and perhaps he over-. 
Ipoks the Shrubs and Rubbijh that lie 
juft before him ; which notwithftanding x^ 

capable of throwing him down ^and. 

doing him an Injury : whilft the Mar\ 

who is purblind^ from the Jmpoflibility he^ 
finds of feeing farther, is in a manner 
forced to fix his Eyes on nearer Objefts, 
and by that means often efcapes the FaJls^' 
which thofe who negle<5k the little Stum-r 
bling-blocks in their way are fubjedt to. 
tn this cafe I fancy it would be thought 
very ridiculous, if the Man who walked 
fieadily, becaufe he can only fee what is . 
juft under his Feet, (hould fwear.thc 
other has no Eyes, becaule he fometimes' 
makes a falfe ftep, while he is wandering- 
over, and delighting himfelf with the 
Beauties of the Creation, 

But let Mankind divide Underftand- 
ing— or Senfe — (or whatever they plcale 
to call it) into evcr^fo many Parts, or 
give it ten thoufand different Names, that 
every one may catch hold of fomething 

to flatter themfelves with — ^and ftrut , 

and look big — in the fancied Pofleflion 
of ; I can never believe but the Maji. 
i who 
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who fias the quickeft Apprehenfion, and 
the greateft Cdmprehenfion, wiU dwajrS 
judge beft of every thing he attends to. — 
But the Mind*s Eye (as Shake/pear calls 
it) is not formed to take in many Ideas^ 
' no more than the Body*sr many Objefts at 
once ; and therefore I fliouW not at aB 
wonder to fee a Man, who was admiring 
the Beauties of the rifing Sun, and 
greedily devouring the various ProfpeiSk 
of Hills-^and Valleys — i- Woods — and 
Water, fall over a Cabbage-ftomp, which 
he thought unworthy his Notice. 

. But to return to my Gentleman; I 
adually knew feveral Inftances of his de- 
ceiving, and impofing on People in the moft 
egregious manner, only becattfe they could 
not fufpeft yfer/J^ <a Head as his of forming 
any Schemes ; but if ever there was a vi^ 
fible Proof that he had done any Mifchiefy 
then the artful Man (tho* perhaps he had 
never known any thing of the matter) 
had fet him on — and it was a thoufand 

Pities — the poor innocent Creature ?? 

fliould thus be made a 91?^/ of another's 
Villainy — for he certainly would never 
have thought of it himfelf. I couH not 
help laughing fometimes, to fee how

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' But I now proceed to the Contraft of 
this Good-natured Man^ whofe Reputation 
vras quite contrary ; for^ whoever men-^ 
tioned him, was fure to hear he was the 
Worfi-natured^-'^vciO^ morofe'^Creatute 
living — and yet this Man did all the be- 
nevolent Aftions that were in his power ; 
but he had fo much Tendemcfs in himjf 
that ke was continually i&«r/— and confc* 
quently out of humour : Hb tx)ve • of 
Mankind was the Caufe that he appeared 
to hate them ; — ^for often, when his Heart 
was torn to pieces, and ready to burft, at 

either ill Uiage from his^ Friends or 

fome particular Misfortune that had bex 
faQen them, which he was incapable ^ 
iremovingv he cared io Kttle what came 
of the World, that he could heara fnti^ 
ful Story without any Emotion, and per* 
haps (hewed a Careleirneis at it, which 
made the Relater go away with a fixed 
Opinion of his Brutality — and Ill-nature. 

But there is nothing fo falfe as the 
Charafters which are given to moft Peo- 
ple ; and I am afraid this is not owing fo 
much to Men's Ignorance as their Ma- 
lignity : for whenever one Man is envious 
of another, he endeavours to take from 

him 
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him what he really has, and gives him 
fomething . elfe in the room of it, which 
he knows he. has not :— He leaves it to! 
the World to find out his Deficiency in

he is (atisfied. 

The next Character I am to give you, 
is that of a Man, who has fuch Arong 
Senfatipns of every thing, that he is 
** tremblingly alive all o*erl* ** His In^ 
clinations hurry him away, and his Refot 
lution is too weak ever to refift them^ 
When he is with any one he loves, an4 
Tendernefi is uppermoft, he is melted 
into a Softneis equal to that of a fond 
Mother, with her fmiling Infant at her 
fecaft* On the other hand, if he either 
has, or fancies he hzi the leaft Caufe for 
Anger, he !$,• for the prefcnt, perfedly 
fiirious, and values not what he fays or 
does to the perfon he imagines his Ene«j 
my ; but the moment this Paflion fub- 
fides, the leafl Subnii/Con entirely blots 
the Offence from his Memory. 

He is of a very forgiving Temper v 
but the worft is, he forgives bimfelf with 
full as much eafe as he docs another,---^ 

which

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which mafces him hav6 too littte Ouard 
over his Actions. He <fefigrt& bo ill, and 
wifhes to he virtucus ; but if aiiy Virtue 
interferes with his InclirlatiOns, he is over- 
born hy the Torrent^, and docs lior defi^ 
berare a Moment which to chufe. 

Confer an Obligation on him, and he 
is overwhelmed wifh Thankftdnefs,— ^d 
Gratitude; — ^^and this hot at alf owing tcs 
Dilfimuladqn : for he does* ndt e^tdk. 
half he feels. Bilt this Idea fjon gives 
place to others, and then dr anjr fhing 
which Is in the feaft difagrefrable to hmj 
md he immediately' f^ts h^s f magifiatioa 
(which is very ftrong^) to work, to teffefi 
all you have dondfbt him ; and his whole 
Mind is polftlfed by what he thinfes youf 
j^refeAt ill Bfehavioon ' 

He has often pur me m mind of k 
Storjr I once heard'df a Felloe, who ac- 
cidenratfy falling into the Thames ^ anrf 
not knowing how to fwifn, had fike t<S 
have been drowned j when a GentlemanJ 
who ftood by, jumped into the River and 
faved him. The Man fell on his. Knces„ 
was ready to adore him for thus deliver-, 
ing him, and faid, he would joyfully &- 
aifice the Life he had faved, at any time;

The new dw 
the GieatJemari mof him ^ia, and afkea 
bixn how he did aft^ his Fright ? Wbea 
the Map, infte^d of being any longer 
fbaolc^l for hU Safety, upbraided him 
for pvUing bim iy the kar injkcb a man^ 
ner^ that it had pained bim . ever Jtnce^ 
Thu3 thtf trifling Inconvenience* in tw^nSr 
ty-four Hours, had intirely fwaUawcd v^

to it, Juft fo doth the Gentleman, I am 
fpeaking qf, aft by all the World. 



He has the greateft Averlion imajpna^ 
l?le to fee another in Pain and Uncalinefe j 
and therefore, while any one is with hini^ 
he has not Refolution enoush to refuft 
them any thing, be it ever lo unreafont 
able: Importunity naakes him uneafy, and 
therefore he cannot withftand it. But 
whcA they ace ah&nt from bim, he give$ 
bimielf n9 trouble what they fuffer \ lot 
hyn not iee it,«r«-^and he cares not ; He 
would not injterrupt a Moment of his own 
Pleafure on any account whatever. — He 
never confiders what is right or wr^^,--* 
but purfues the Gratification of evecy In-» 
clinatipn with the utmoft: Vigpua: -, and aU 
the paiQS he take^ is not ia examining 
his AfUons, either before or after be has 

done 
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fiober'them, but in proving to himfeff, 
that what he likes is heft : — And he has 
^he Art'of doing this in fuch a manner, 
that, whilcPcopIc are with Mm, it is very 
difficult to prevent being impofed on by 
his fallacious Way of Arguing. And yet 
tell him a Story of another's Aftions, 
and no one can judge better, only I think 
6ther too riridly ; for, as he doth not 
Kel their Inclinations, he can fee all their 
Folly, — and cannot find out any Realbii 
for their ^ving way to their P^ans. 

" He has great Parts, and, when lie is in 
good Humour, and nothing ruffles him, 
is one of the agrecableft - Men I ever 
knew ; but it is in the power of every 
the leaft Dilappointment to difcompole 
and fhake his whole Frame, and then he 
is much more of en/he ^dc difagreeahle 
than the moft infignificaiit Creature in the 
World. He never confiders the Gonfb- 
quences of any thing before he does it.— 
He ruined his Sifter by his wrong-placed 
Pride: for Ihe had a Lover, who was 
greatly her Superior in point of Fortune ; 
but there were fome Gircumftances in his 
Affairs, which made it very inconvenient 
for him to marry her immediately. The 
Brother took it into his head he was de- 

figning 
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figHing to dijhanour bis Famifyj and cbal^ 
knged.him. The Gentleman overcame 
him, and ^ve him his life ; but. re- 
vived never to ipeak to his SUlcrmore i 
for he Uxd it Iho\ild not be reported oi 
him, that he, was compelled to marry her^ 
The poor young Creature, who: had fixed 
]^ Affections on him, had a Slur caft»oD 
her Reputation^ and has been , miierdblc 
^er fince. He is no^ fo iU-natured, but 
that feeing herib m^esr him uneafy ; and 
therefore the Rempdy he takes is not tcr 
fee her at all, but to live at a diflance 
ft-onj her : And he comforts himfelf, that 
it. was his Love for her made him a6t in 
* fach a manner. — Had it been another 
Man's Cde, he would have foon found 
^ut^ that it was not Tendernefs for a Sifter, 
but Pride and Vanity y that caufed fo rafli- 
4nA£tion.

f OnE: thing is very divefting^n him, 
and has often made me laugh ; — for it is 
very eafyto know whether the laft Aftion 
he has done is good or bad, — by what he- 
himfelf fays : For when Benevolence has 
prevailed in his Mind, and he has done 
what he thinks right, then he employs all 
his Wit and Eloquence to prove the great 
Qoodpefs of Human Nature. But when 

&ving 
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^viDg way to Pridcy-i^Ai^r,— or any 
other Paffion^ has dvovt tarn to be guilty 
of any A6tion, which he cannot perfefE^ 
approve^ he then immediately falk on the 

S^at ff^ksdnefs of ail ASankindi and fet» 
mfelf to work to argue every Virtue 
out of the World. The Inconflftence ^ 
Itts^haviour mak^ his ChamAer in the 
World vtx)f various : for People, wlu> 
have been WitndSes of fome Parts of his 
Conduft, take lum for the beft of ^rea<^ 
tiA'es ;—*whilft others, who have known^ 
fotne other of his Adions, tlunk him the 
worfl:.-*~<It is not to be wondened^at, he 
AK>uld be thus inconfiftent with him&lf,^ 
for he has no fixed Principles toz6t hf t 
He gives way to every Inclination that 
happens to be uppermoft ; and as it is 
natural fior People to love to jufttfy them^ 
lelves, his Converfation turAs greatly olif 
the Irrefiftiblenefs of human Pailions,— 
and an Endeavour to prove, that all Men 
a& by them. Bat People, who have the 
Reputation of Wit, — or Sk(nfe,«^--(houId 
take great care what they lay, or do, for 
the fake of others, who are apt to be in^ 
fluenced by their Example, and formtheif* 
Sentiments by th^ir Precepts. 
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The laft of the fix Chara(5bers I pro- 
mifed to give you, and the Contraft to 
dus Gendeman, is a very odd one.— His 
Underftanding is very inaifFerent 5 but he 
has a ftrong Inclination to be thought both 
Hxiitty and wife : He envies the Other, be- 
caufe he finds, that, with aU bis Faults^ 
his Company is more coveted than bis j— 
dnd therefore, as \it finds he cannot equal 
him ia Wit, and Entertainment, he fixes 

on Wtfdom and Difcretion^ and exults 

in the Superiority he imagines this ^vcs 
him s fb that inftead of being like the 
other, hurried into Actions by his own 
Inclinadons, he deliberates fo long, ancl 
weizbs To nicely every Circumftance that 
may attend whatever is propofed to him, 
that he puzzles his JBrain^ — and bewilders 
bimfelfy—in his own fFifdomy^-tjU he does 
not know how to aft at all ^ — and c^en^ 
by that means, lofes Opportunides of do- 
ing things that would be Very much for 
his Advantage, while he is confidering 
whether he ftiould do them or no. And 
it is not only in things of moment he is 
thus confiderate, but alfp in the moft tri- 
fling Affairs in Life : He will not go even 
to a Party of Pleafure, tiU he has confufed 
himfelf fo long, whether it will be difcreet

for him to do it, or no,— that he can have 
no Enjoyment in it.

Enemy than, a priend. , This Man got thp

A FT BR this meeting of them aH togp«>. 
then, as Ihe jfound it impoffible any longer, 
to keep them all as Danglers^ ih^ began tot 
think frrioufly of marrying the vain Man.

tfioD of a phijhed Co^ueUe^ and confequcnt- 
ly lofe all her Power •„ whereas by marry-^

BdTideS) flje knew enough of his Temper,- 
not to be ignorant, that he would bring 
her home all the Admirers he could, in 
order to indulge himfelf in the Thoughts 
that he had gained the Woman fo much 
liked by others. — ^She was very fare &c 
could not be particularly fond of him, nor 
any <^her Man \ and always lidd it down 
as a Maxim, that it was too much Love 
on the Women*sfide, that was generally 
the Cauie of their lofing their Hufband's 
Affcftions.

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** How long (he thought (he (hQuld 
*' reign thus aifolute^n her Huiband's 
" Houfc, — if (he made an bumble fond 
" fFsf e,^-^znd did not continually (hew 
** him how much he was obliged to her — 
♦* for cbujing bim ?** I will relate to you 
one Scene that paflTed between them, 
Word for Word, as Sacbarijfa told it 
me.

There was a young Gentleman dined 
with them one day, with whom Corimta 
was more gay, and went farther in h^t 
Coquettry than ufual; infomuch, that 
at laft her Hufband grew quite out of 
humour : She perceived it, out did - not 
at all alter her Behaviour on that ac- 
count. There was a great deal of Com- 
pany at the Table, and Corinna was in the 
nigheft Raptures to fee the Joy which 
^arkled in the Eyes of the Man (he took 
moft notice of; the envious Udeafy Looks 
of all the others, and her Hulband's Dii^* 
content.

Ckmao who was the firft OccaTion of their 
Quarrel \ who» the monient he faw C9<« 
rinna^ began to behave to her with all the 
AjSuranee a Man, who fancies himfelf the 
Ot^cdt 4)f Admiration^, can be inipired 
with. But ihe had now ainother Scheme

of Women's Levity-^-- and Coquettry,— -* 

yet, riiat fhe though the Man who gives 

up all his Eaie,— and (acriHces all his 

Time — to the fatisfying a reftlefs Ambi- 

tion, and the gralping of Power, was juft 

on the fame footing with the Woman 

who makes it her Study to dilplay and 

fee 
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fet off her Charms, in order to g^in a 
general Admiration; — that the fame 
Love of Power was the Motive of both their 
Aftions ; and confcquently that Ihe could 
not fee, if there isfo much Folly as is faid 
to be in the one, — how the other could be 
exempted firom the fame Imputation, 

But here I will leave her, and go 
back to Sacharijfa. Her Tafte was too. 
good, altho* (he liad a great Softncfe in 
her Temper, • for her eafily to fix her Af- 
fbftions ; but the Man of Senfe, whom I 
have already mentioned to you as a Lover 
of Corrnna's^ touched her Heart.-r—She 
took care to conceal it, becaufe (he well 
knew Corinna would be uncafy at part- 
ing with one Admirer ^ altho' her Diflike 
to'him was ever fo great.

^ CTNrHIA had the Thanks of fhe 
whole Company for her Relation, parti- 
cularly Valentins'Sy^ vrho exprdTcd the 
greateft Admiration at heir manner ; of 
tfiUing it. -They ifpeiit the reft.ofMhe 
Evening .in Remarks on Cynibia^s Story^ 
and Dnvid faid, he did not think there 
could' have been fuch a Charaftcr as Co*- 
rinna^s in the World ; that he began t6 
be in great Anxiety . to fre^-a Womaft 
paunted in fioch a. light -, biit- S^^bartjga^^ 
Tendernefs and Good- nature had reyivM 
his Spirits, in fhcwing him: the Bkfilng a* 
Man poffeffed, when he could gain the 
AfFcftions of a Perfop whofe Heart was* 
feithfui, and whofe Mind : was replete 
with Goodnefs. In. faying, this; he fix'd* 
his Eyes dedfaftly on Camilla^ till he &w 
her blulh, and feem out o/i a)iH3t£nance,' 
which made . him inomediaiely itum . thie 
Difcourfe : and when they^ fepsu'ated to

At thefe Words he turned p^le, ■ ■ - a nd 
looked in the utmoft Agonies ; — which 
iijs'^kr. perceiving, IhctoJd him, if Ms 
Love was fo fixed,, t^at ^e could not .en- 
joy himfeif jyithout Cynfkm^^'-Oic hoped,.

^Ytrf Vice ; -t — r and, exulted in the 
Thought that (he was quite free from 
them. Sometimes he was in defpair of 
ever engaging: her to return his Ijove,— 
^and then in a moment fucceeded Hopes 
— and Raptures, and all this withpuTany 
intervening Aftion of her's to give him 
the lead Reafon to believe either one way 
or the other. 

In fhort, both David and Valentine 
were afraid of explaining themfelves too 
lar, left they fhould difoblige Gzw/V/^ and 
Cynthia ; and they,, on the other* hand, 
had no Fear, but that their Lovers meant 
no more than they expreffed. Mifs Jobn-^ 
fon^s Behaviour, in fpight of himfelf, would 
often force itfelf on David^s Memory ; for 
that is one of the Curfes which attend the 
having ever been difappointed in our Opi- 
nion of a Perlbn we have efteemed : It is 
an Alloy to all our future Pleafures j— we 
cannot help remembering, while we are 
indulging ourfelves in any new Engage- 
ment, — that once we thought as well of 
another,-; — who, with the fame feeming 
Innocence deceived us ; and we dread the 
fame thing may happen over ag^in.

* MoUy If file would have accepted this OfFer, 
and had been of an extravagant Temper, he ' 
undoubtedly would have been much richer, 
than if he had married her, when fiift he liked 
herx 
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very calmly anfwered him as follows : 
— ' — » My Lord, rtotwithftanding what 
you have heard of me, I am as imi^ 
cent now as when you firft knew me v— 
and though Malice has dontrived to 
make me infemous, — it never fhall 

* make me guiky ^ nor is it in the 

* power of all your Fortune to bribe me 

* to do a criminal or a mean Aftion : and

He had too much Confidence in his own 
Charms to take an immediate Denial ^ 
and as to her talking of the Man , fhe 
elleemed, he fancied Ihe was grown weary 
of her Brother, and had got a new Gal- 
lant,-'Which he thought Ipoked well on 
his fide.
